This is an Industrial Dispute between the Proprietor, Pallada Nikarthil 
Coir Factory , Pattanacaud P. O .. Shertallai and the workmen of the above 
concern represented by the General Secretary , Sherlallai Coir 
Workers Union , Pattanacaud , Shertallai over ( 1) Denial of employment 
to Servashree N. Sasidharan, P. K. Thankappan and V. Sugathan who were 
workmen in this concern and (2 ) Non -payment of bonus and D. A. as 
decided by the C. I. R. C. to the above mentioned workers for the 

years 
1964-65 and 1966 referred to this Court for adjudication under Section 
10 (1) ( c) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (Central Act XIV of 1947) 
by the Government of Kerala , in their Order, Social Welfare and Labour 
( H ) Department, G.O. Rt. No. 1885 /68 /LSWD, Trivandrum , dated 1-6-1968. 

2. In pursuance of notice issued , the parties entered appearance and 
put in their respective statements . 

3. The case of the union stated briefly is as follows: The management 
of the above mentioned 
concern was denying to its workmen Dearness 
Allowance and bonus as decided by the representative body of the Coir 
Industry i. e ., The Coir Industrial Relations Council , even though the 
majority of the coir factories in the particular locality were paying the 
same. Even though the union held series of 

direct negotiations with 
the management on these issues it did not succeed and finally the union 
started direct action against the management from 23-8-1966. As a result 
of the above said actions, the management agreed to pay the Dearness 
Allowance as per C. I. R. C. decision , and advance bonus for 1966. But 
the management on 28-8-1966 , actually paid to the workmen Dearness 
Allowance only from 1-8-1966 and the advance bonus . The workmen 
protested at this and when they reported for work on 2-8-1966 , after 
Onam leave, the management denied employment to them because the 
workmen refused to azree to a suggestion by the management that the 
Dearness Allowance rates should be reduced . When the management refused 
to open the factory after the Onam holidays, there were negotiations over 
this and finally the management agreed to open the factory and the 
management resumed work on 19-9-1966 . But the three workmen were 
denied employment and the management recruited new workers. According 
to the union , the denial of employment to these three workmen was 
purely an act of victimization . Therefore , it is requested that the manage 
ment may be directed to reinstate the workmen in service. 

4. Majority of the Coir Factories in and around Shertallai have paid 
bonus and Dearness Allowance at the rates decided by the C. I. R. C. 
But this management had not paid the same at the above rates from 
1964 to 31-7-1966, 1964 Bonus was decided by the C. I. R. C. at 7 per cent 
of the total wages of the workmen , on 18-1-1965. 1965 bonus at 8 per cent 
on 3-4-1966, and 1966 bonus at 8 7/8 per cent on 20-3-1967. But the manage . 
ment did not pay bonus at these rates and hence they are entitled to get 
the bonus calculaled on the alxove rates. The 

management had not 


implemented the D.A. rates payable from 1.6.1994 till 31.7.2006. Proin 
1-8-1966 , though these rates were uccepted and paid to the workmed , the 
management wanted to reduce the rate arbitrarily truin 19.9.1909, but 
the workmen did not agree to this . Therefore , the workinentre entitled 
to get D. A. at the rutes prescribed by the C. I. R. C. from 1-6-1664 to 
31-7-1966 and from 19-9-1966. 
5. The case of the 

management is that these workmen were only 
workmen engaged by the management of this concern as and when work 
was 

available . The Proprietor of this concern owns three looms which 
would establish beyond any doubt that his business is only a small one 
and cannot be said to be even a cottage industry. The management was 
ready to provide them with work whenever work was " vailable. The 
inanagement did not deny work to them and there has not been any 
act of victimization . Regarding non -payment of D. A .. the case of the 
management is that this concern is not in a position to pay D. A. as 
recommended by the c . I. R. C. It is also the case of the management 
that the c . I. R. C. does not represent small factories like this and any 
decision by the C. I. R. C. does not bind this concern . Again according to 
the management, c . I. R. C. decisions are only recommendatory in nature 
and it has no binding force. When the financial position of this factory 
is taken into consideration , there is no scope for payment of the D. A. 
as decided by the C. I. R. C. As regards bonus also , the case of the 
management is that the c . I. R. C. decision is not binding upon 
management of this concern and that the Bonus Act is not applicable 
to a concern like this . 

6. As regards issue No. 1, in this reference namely , denial of employ 
ment to the above mentioned three workers, it is submitted in writing on 
behalf of the union that this issue is not pressed, because of the fact 
that the workmen were reinstated . As such , issue No. 1 need not be decided 
by me. 

7. On the side of the union , one witness was examined as W.W.1 and 
Exhibits w.1 to W.15 were got filed. On the side of the management, 
one witness was examined as E. W. 1. 


the 


S. Now the question for consideration is whether the above mentioned 
workmen are entitled for bonus and D. A. as claimed by the union . W.W.1 
is the Vice President of the Shertallai Cuir Factory Workers Union . He 
has sworn to the fact that the three workmen are workmen of this 
concern and these workmen are members of the Shertallai Coir Factory 
Workers Union . He would say that the bonus due to these workers from 
the year 1964 onwards and the D. A. due to these workers from 1st July , 
1964 have not been paid by the management and these workers are 
entitled for the Same. Exhibit W.1 is the cost of living index for the 
years 1964 and 1965 and for the months of January, to June, 1966 based 
on which D. A. has to be calculated . Exhibit W.1 is produced by the 
union . Exhibit W.2 is the statement regarding the bonus due to these 
workers. Exhibit W.3 is the statement regarding the balance of D. A. and 


bonus due to these workers. Exhibits W.4 to W.15 are the correspondences 
between the union and the management and the Assistant Labour Officer 
and District Labour Officer regarding the payment of bones and D. A. 
to these workers. 

9. E. W.1 is the Proprietor of this concern . According to him , originally 
he was employed in another factory and later he has started this 

smail 
coir factory with three looms. He is also a poor 

man owning only 
104 cent s of land and he was actually working in one of the looms and 
as and when work was available at times, Thankappan and Sasidharan 
were given work in the concern . Sri Thankappan was working in another 
factory also. Sugathan was given work in this concern when E.W.1 
was unwell and according to E.W.1, these people will get work only 
when work was available . He has also not denied employment to them 
According to him , no amount is due to them from him as he had paid 
all the wages due to them and in fact some amounts are due to him from 
them . When 

cross - examined , E. W.1 has admitted that there is no 
attendance register to show the number of days during which they had 
worked . He would also say that for having paid them wages, he did 
not take any receipt from them . He has admitted that in consultation 
with the union he had agreed to pay D. A. at the C. I. R. C. rate to these 
workmen . It is clearly stated by him in the cross-examination , that he 
had agreed to pay D. A. from the year 1964 onwards. According to him 
he had paid D. A. from 1-6-1964 to 31-7-1966 and he has further stated 
that he has got records to show this . But no such records are produced 
by him . Further even in the written objections, he had no case that he 
had paid D.A. like that. Again according to him , he had paid bonus 
to these employees during the years 1964, 1965 and 1966. But he has 
admitted that he has not taken any voucher from these employees when 
bonus was actually paid to them . 

10. Even though the management had contended in the written objections 
filed by them that this is a small concern and hence it is not possible for 
them to pay D. A. and bonus at the rates recommended by the C. I. R. C., 
when cross- examined , the Proprietor of this concern has admitted that he 
was payin ? D. A. at the rate recommended by the c . I. R. C. and bonus 
to these workmen . Therefore, there is no doubt for the fact that these 
employees are entitled for the bonus and D. A. and in fact the Proprietor 
had also agreed to pay D.A. and bonus. The case of the Proprietor is 
that he had already paid the same. But there is no record produced to 
show this . Apart from the mere statement of the Proprietor, there is 
nothing else to show that the management is not in a position to pay 
bonus and D.A. Further this contention has no force whatsoever because 
the Proprietor has admitted that he had agreed to pay bonus and 

D.A 
and in fact his case is that he had already paid the same. As such . t . re 
is no difficulty to decide that these workmen are entitled for 1)..1 . und 
bonus because the Proprietor himself has agrerd to pay the same. The 
proprietor has also not produced any accounts to show as to what is the 
out- turn of the business in this concern . It is also difficult for me to 
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accept the mere statement of the Proprietor that he had paid the D. A. and 
bonus to these workmen . Admittedly he has not got any vouchers for 
having .paid the same. There is also no reliable evidence to show that lie 
had paid the same to the workers. The next question is as to what struld 
be the rate of D.A. and bonus. No materials regarding the profit or los 
in the business are produced. In the evidence before court E. W.1 the 
Proprietor has admitted that he had agreed to pay D.A. as decided by 
C.I.R.C. The recommendation of C.I.R.C. was made considering all the 
aspects in general and there is no reason why this recommendation of 
the C. I. R. C. should not be accepted in deciding the question as to what 
should be the rate of D.A. and bonus. From Exhibit W.2 statement produced 
by the union it is seen that an amount of Rs. 130.77 paise is due to 
Sri N. Sasidharan by way of balance of bonus for the years 1964, 1965 
and 1966. The union has calculated the rates as fixed by the C.I.R.C. 
It is not shown that this statement is incorrect. The amount due to 
Sri P. K. Thankappan by way of balance of bonus for the above mentioned 
years is Rs. 101.42 paise . The balance of bonus due to Sri Sugathan 
for the year 1966 is Rs. 32.16 paise. Exhibit W.3 is the statement prepared 
by the union showing the balance of D.A. due to these workmen . As 
per Exhibit W.3 an amount of Rs. 570.79 paise is due to Sri N. Sasidharan 
Rs. 489.23 paise is due to Sri P. K. Thankappan and Rs. 143.96 paise is 
due to Sri V. Sugathan towards balance of D. A. It is also not shown 
that this statement is not correct . In Exhibits W.2 and W.3, the name 
of one N. Thankappan is also shown. But in the reference, the name 
of Sri N. Thankappan is not included and as such , as per this reference 
it is not possible to find that any amount is due to Sri N. Thankappan . 
In Exhibit W.3, the union has also shown the holiday wages due to these 
workers. But in this reference, the question of holiday wages is not 
included . Thus on a consideration of the whole evidence and circumstances 
available in this case , it is seen that the above mentioned workers are 
entitled to bonus and D. A. as stated above. Sri N. Sasidharan is entitled 
to Rs. 130.77 paise by way of balance of bonus for the years 1964, 1963 
and 1966. Sri P. K. Thankappan is entitled for Rs. 101.42 paise towards 
bonus for the above mentioned years. Sri V. Sugathan is entitled for 

to the 
Rs. 32.16 paise by way of bonus for the year 1966. Now coming 
balance of D. A., Rs. 570.79 paise are due to Sri N. Sasidharan , Rs. 439.23 paise 
are due to Sri P. K. Thankappan and Rs. 148.96 paise аге due to Sri 
V. Sugathan . The Proprietor of Pallada Nikarthil Coir Factory, Pattanacaud , 
Post, Shertallai is directed to pay the amounts stated above to the respective 
workmen mentioned above. The Proprietor of the above mentioned concern 
will also pay Rs. 25 to the union towards costs in these proceedings. An 
award is passed accordingly . 

This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its 
publication in the Government Gazette .

This industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication by Government as per G. 0. RT. No. 21/71/LSWD. 
dated 8-1-1971. The only issue referred for adjudication is as follows: 
" Claims of four 

workers viz., K. Padmanabhan , K. Sudarsanan, 
P. Maniyan and P. Gopi consequent on stoppage of work in S. N. Oil 
Mills, Chungom , Alleppey." 
2. Pursuant to summons the parties appeared and submitted their vakalaths. 
The Union thereafter submitted their claim statement in which it was 
tended as under : 

The stoppage of work is unreasonable and no notice was served on the 
workers for the same. The stoppage is definitely illegal and so the workers 
are entitled to all the benefits thereon . Sri Padmanabhan has 17 years, 
Sri Surendran 7 years, Sri Maniyan 7 years and Sri Gopi 5 years of service 
under the Management. All these workers were employed by the Manage 
ment for loading and unloading of copra , oil cake, smoking of copra, stitch 
ing of gunny bags and marking thereon . For each of the items of work 
separate rate of wages were given to these workers. The workers are thus 
entitled to get notice pay, closure compensation , arrears of leave with wages , 
arrears of festival holidays and also bonus for the year 1968-69 . The total 
amount of claims of all the workers would come upto Rs 8,108.80. They are 
also entitled to get gratuity as per the Payment of Gratuity Aci. 

3. In the reply statement filed by the Management it was contended as 
follows: 


The claim put forward by the Union , is neither sustainable in law nor 
maintainable .on facts. The claims are prima facie perverse and manifestly 
wrong. Of the four workers mentioned in the reference order Maniyan and 
Gopi are the sons of Padmanabhan . But neither Gopi nor Sudarsanan were 
workmen under me. The service period mentioned in regard to each worker 
is entirely false . Padmanabhan was a headload worker from 1960 working 
on contract basis . In the year 1965 his son Maniyan came. But he was taken 
without any reference to me and solely at the instance of Padmanabhan . Both 
Padmanabhan and Maniyan were doing only loading work . I am not respon 
sible for anything in connection with Maniyan . The workers of S. N. Oil 
Mills wanted to leave the work and as per their demand the Management paid 
the workers the entire amount legally due to the workers and got receipts 
froin them . On payment of all the benefits due to the workers they were 
discharged . Padmanabhan and Maniyan also issued receipts dated 14-8-1969 
evidencing payment of all the dues to them . Having accepted the amount 
legally due to them in complete satisfaction of all their claims they cannot 
now turn round and take up the matter once again . The Union also cannot 
ut forth such false, frivilous and vexatious claims. The Union Secretary 
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me. 


has accepted the closure of business for valid reasons, in its several com . 
munications especially in its letter dated 16-4-1970 and the present stand 
taken up by the Union is diametrically opposed to the original stand . After 
the closure of the S. N. Oil Mills I have nothing to do with Santhi Oil Mills 
and , I have not started any business whatsoever. 

My partner in S. N. Oil Mills was at loggerheads with me and he is even 
now trying to put me in difficulties in order to wreak vengeance on 
Persons named in the claim statement are partisans and henchmen of the 
said partner. There is a civil suit pending as 0. S. No. 191/70 of the Alleppey 
Munsifl s Court filed by me against one Chakrapani who is the son of 
K. Padmanabhan . This industrial dispute is raised mainly to pressurise me 
to withdraw the said suit. The stoppage of work was neither illegal nor 
malafide and it was brought about solely at the instance and request of the 
workers. The claim of Rs 8,108.80 is unsustainable and has no factual 
foundation . 

The Management concluded the statement with a prayer that the claims 
of the workers may be dismissed with costs . 

4. The Union thereafter submitted an elaborate replication in which they 
have repudiated all the contensions of the Management. The items of work 
done by the workers were also mentioned again in the replication . The 
replication was appended with an annexure showing an amount of Rs 13331.20 
as the total amount due to the workmen . 

5. When the case came up for evidence the Union examined wW1 to Ww7 
and marked Exts. W1 to W7 and Exts. M1 to M4 and closed their evidence. 
The Management thereafter examined MW1 to MW3 and marked Exts. M5 
to M9 . Since the learned counsel for the Union was absent on several occasions 
only MW1 and NW2 were cross - examined . The case was adjourned for further 
evidence of the Management. But as both the counsels were absent the case 
was taken up for award . 

6. WW1 is Sri Padmanabhan . The summary of his deposition is as 
follows: 

Chief : I was working in S. N. Oil Mills since 1952 . I was doing the 
headload 

work as well as the stitching of bags and smoking of copra . 
( 0 ) What was your work ? ( A ) I was doing the headload work . (Q ) Were 
you not known as Mooppan ? (A ) Yes. It was I who took out samples from 
Valloms and Lorries, of copra and brought them to the employer and as 
per the instructions of the employer, myself and three other workers would 

carry the copra by headload to the Mills. The employer was supervising our 
, work . Have you got any supervisory work in the capacity of Mooppan ? 

(A ) My work is to rectify any mistakes committed by others. I was having 
only supervision over the three other workers , Sudarsanan , Maniyan and Gopi. 
For landing one quintal of copra I was getting 9 paise and D. A. For smoking 
une quintal I was getting 14 paise and D. A. For filling up hundred bags 
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of . copra and stitching the bags I was given 7 rupees and D. A. For filling 
up of a quintal of oil cake I was given Rs. 7 and D. A. I was also doing the 
work of loading valloms from the Mills. For that also I was getting 9 paise 
and D. A. per quintal. The wages were given on the same date. I was 
myself receiving the wages as a whole. I have given vouchers only for the 
years 1967 and 1968. Those vouchers are kept in S. N. Oil Mills. Sudarsanan 
has come for work in the year 1962. Maniyan also came for work in the 
year 1962. 

Gopi has come in the year 1964. Now I have no work since 
August 1969. What are the reasons for your loss of work ? ( A ) Work was 
stopped because of the difference of opinion between the partners of S. N. Oil 
Mills . At the time of my loss of work I was getting daily Its 15 as wages 
on an average. Every week there was work for six days. S. N. Oil Mills 
will have the accounts showing my income. After the stoppage of work 
the Management has given me Rs 1100. I do not know on what basis they 
have given the same. 

Cross : I know , how to read and write a little. In the vouchers I wrote 
my name and put my signature. S. N. Oil Mills was started in the year 1952 
and from the very date of the opening I was working . It was a partner . 
ship concern . I do not know the month and date of the opening. There is 
no record to show that I was working from the year 1952. I had never worked 
in any other concern . The smoking was begun in the year 1964. Stitching 
was started in the year 1965. Altogether in S. N. Oil Mills during the period 
1964-65, there were 17 workers. For stitching and smoking, myself and three 
others were the only people engaged . When there was surplus work , people 
were taken from outside. Maniyan and Gopi are my sons. They are living 
with me. ,Gopi has got 25 years of age now . I do not know whether the 
age of Gopi mentioned in our statement is correct. I do not know when the 
difference of opinion between the partners started . Two months before August 
1969 work in the Mill was stopped . The workers have not filed a petition 
before the employer to discharge them from service. ( Q ) You have received 
Rs 1100. Have you enquired on what basis such a big amount was given to 
you ? (A ) I have not enquired . On 14-8-1969 you have received Rs 1100 for 
you and Maniyan in lieu of all the dues and you have recorded that you 
have received all dues and the Mills have no further liability to pay you any. 
thing, is it not? ( A ) I have not written so . The Payment Register for the 
year 1968-69 was shown to the witness. On page 5 the signature of Padmanabhan 
on a stamp was pointed out. The witness has admitted his signature. But 
he has affirmed that the writings are not of his hand . It was marked as 
Ext. Mi. But I have wrote the voucher and the money was accepted and 
signed only after reading the same. In the voucher the various items are 
shown. The voucher dated 14-8-1969 was shown. I have written and put my 
signature in the same which was marked as Ext. M2. On 14-8-1969, has not 
the Labour Omcer issued a notice to you with copy to the Mills that you 
have accepted all ducs and terminated your service ? ( A ) No such notice was 
sent." The copy of the said notice was produced. The witness admitted that 
the handwriting and the name and the signature appears to be of himself.

But he was added that the writing and the signature are not of him . Wha ! 
is the difference between your signature and the signature seen herr . It 
appears to be the saine. But I have neither written so, nor have I put my 
signature. I deny that there is no dillerence between the same. 
not know to point out the difference. After 14-8-1969 I have not wid the 
employer about my dues or my work . I have not requested him anything. 
There is another oil mill near S. N. Oil Mills known as Santhi Oil Mills. That 
is conducted by Sadasivan . I have got a son named Chakrapuni. He has 
come with me in the court today. He is having his house and conducting 
business in the property of the employer of S. N. Oil Mills. Has not 
Mr. Raghavan filed an original suit before the Alleppey Munsil s Court as 
( . S. 191/70 for evicting Chakrapani? (A ) I do not know , ask Chakrapani. 
I do not know the contents of the replý statement of Mr. Raghavan in this 
case . I have no record to show that I was getting Rs 15 daily as wages. The 
Management has not given us any record to show that the rates mentioned 
by me are accepted by them . The partners of S. N. Oil Mills are Ms. Raghavan, 
Gomathy and Kesavan . Gomathy s husband is one . Rajappan . I do allirm 
that you are now working with Rajappan , can you deny ? (A ) Rajappan may 
have copra at certain times. Then he will call me and I will work for him . 
The other partner Kesavan is the father- in -law of Gomathy and father of 
Rajappan. It was Rajappan who has come to S. N. Oil Mills for and on behalf 
of Gomathy and Kesavan . The partnership was dissolved . 10 ) Is it because 
of the difference of opinion between the Raghavan and Rajappan that the 
partnership was dissolved ? ( A ) I do not know anything. I do not know 
whether they are on good terms or not. In the payment register 1968 I have 
written my name and put my signature on 3mh August 1968, which is marked 
as Ext. M3. 


Re: When you put your signature in Ext. M1 were you informed why 
you should put your signature ? ( A ) I was not informed anything. In Ext. 
M3 I have put my signature as usual. As per Ext. M2 Rs 1100 was given to 
me in lieu of bonus, casual leave and leave with wages. I have received 
Rs 1100 for the four of us. The other three are Sudarsanan , Maniyan and 
Gopi. In Ext. M3 the bonus mentioned is for myself and three others 
referred to by me. 

7. WW2 is Sri K. Sudarsanan . The summary of his deposition is as 
follows: 

Chief: I was working in S. N. Oil Mills as headload worker. Now I 
have no work since two years. I do not know the reason . There is no work 
there. In S. N. Oil Mills copra will be brought down in lorries as well as in 
vallems. The employer will ask the Mooppan to bring the samples and after 
settling matters with the agent the employer will ask the Mooppan to unload 
the same. The said Mooppan is Sri K. Padmanabhan . Mooppan will ask us 
to unload the same in the yard . As per his instruction myself, Gopi and 
Maniyan will unload the same. ( Q ) Who has appointed you and the Mooppan ? 
(A ) I was appointed by the employer. The Mooppan also was appointed by 
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him . After drying, the copra we will be carried to the smoke house . There 
after we will take them out and the bags will be filled . In the Mills, oil is 
manufactured. The oil cake also are filled in the bags. We will mark the 
bags also . In S. N. Oil Mills Surendran and Powthran were the clerks. 
S. N. Oil Mill has deputed me to carry oil cakes from Karthikappally. Ext. W1 
is such a letter. There were rates of wages for each and very item of 
work . 

The witness has given out the various rates . 

I have got 7 years service in S. N. Oil Mills. During this period of my 
service it was the Mooppan who was obtaining wages from the employer 
and disbursing the same to me. Mooppan has got the supervisory work over 
us. The voucher for accepting wages will be signed by Mooppan . After the 
stoppage of work the S. N. Oil Mills employer has given Rs 250 to me. I do 
not know on basis it was given . It is on basis of the bonus due to 
me. I have not received any other dues . I was a member of this Union at 
the time of my discharge. I have not informed the Union that I have received 
Rs 250 . 


was 


Cross : I think it was during March 1962 I was appointed. The employer 
has not appointed me on any terms. He has not given me any appointment 
order. I think it was M. N. Raghavan who was the employer at the time of 
niy appointment. Before that I was plying boats . There no special 
reason for appointing me. The employer has invited me for work on several 
occasions. Then he told me to be a permanent worker. At that time there 
wcrc about 18 workers there . I do not remember their names. Surendran 
who has written Ext. W1 is a clerk in the concern . When I showed Ext. W1, 
I was given the oil cake in bags. This letter was shown to them , but since 
they have not demanded the same I have not given the letter to them . Is 
there any reason for not returning Ext. Wi letter to S. N. Oil Mills? (A ) It 
was in my pocket. I have forgotten about that. When I saw it in my pocket 
I kept it in my house . There is a cashier in the concern known as Rajappan . 
I am living on the western side of his house. I do not know whether there 
was any difference of opinion between M. N. Raghavan and Rajappan. I do 
not know whether Rajappan has done any mischief in the Mills regarding 
papers. There was no bar for me to accept wages from the employer directly . 
Rs. 250 was given to me during August 1969. That was after two- three months 
of the stoppage. The employer has given Rs 1100 to the Mooppan and as 
my share the Mooppan has given me Rs 250. It was not the employer who 
has given me, but the Mooppan . After the appointment there was no direct 
dealings between me and the employer. I have received bonus even previously . 
Which is the date on which you claim to have become a worker of the concern ? 
( A ) I have not claimed that I am a worker of the concern . The Mooppan 
will receive the wages for me and I will be given the same by the Mooppan . 
I know broker Sri Chelathiparambil Appachan and also Paul. You 

were 
working for them , is it not ? ( A ) At times I will be called by them and I 
will go and work for them . Now , I will go for work with anybody who will 
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ask me to do the same. I have lost my work in S. N. Oil Mills during June 
1969. I have complained to the Union . I do not remember the date. I know 
R : jappan s wife and her father. I do not know whether they have got alls 
rights in the Mills. It is heard that they are partners. Today, Chakrapani, 
the son of Padmanabhan has come with me in court. I do not know whether 
the said Chakrapani has got any connection with the Union . The Union 
Secretary is present before court today , 
8 . 

WW3 is Sri Maniyan . The summary of his deposition is as follows 

Chief: I was a headload worker in S. N. Oil Mills. Now I have no 
work . I have joined the service in the year 1962. I have lost my worl. in . 
1969. I was carrying copra and stitching bags also. It was Mr. M. N. Raghavan 
who has appointed me. Including me there were four people to do this work . 
They were Padmanabhan , Sudarsanan and Gopi. 

This witness also has given the rate of wages for the various items or 
work . 


I was getting 8 to 9 rupees as wages per day . What was the reason for 
your loss of work ? ( A ) It was because of the difference of opinion between 
Sri M. N. Raghavan and the partner Sri Rajappan . We were not given any 
notice for the termination of service. ( Q ) Since the work was stopped you 
were not given your dues, is it not ? ( A ) No. 

Cross : Now I am 28 years old . Padmanabhan is my father . Gopi is 
mny younger brother . Before I entered the service of this concern I was working 
in another concern for one or two years. I have entered the service of S. N. 
Oil Mills not because my father wanted me to do so. I was invited by the em 
ployer. He came to my house and asked me to do the work . I do not remember 
the year or month or date of the same. No terms and conditionswere prescribed . 
He has asked me to do work permanently . There is no record to show that 
I was appointed there . In S. N. Oil Mills there will be records. But I live 
not seen the same. I think so . The main employer of S. N. Oil Mills is 
M. N. Raghavan . Sri Raghavan signs the cheques and supervises the work . 
I have lost the service during August 1969. We have demanded that we should 
be discharged from service after giving us our dues . I know how to write 
and read a little . 

Ext, M1 was shown to the witness. It is not my writing or my signature. 
Immediately above the same I do not know whether it was Padmanabhan who 
has written his name and put his signature. I have given signed vouchers 
to the Company: As per Ext. 11 my father has accepted Rs 1100. I have 
not received the money. I have not taken the cheque for Rs 1100 to the 
Syndicate Bank Rs 1100 was received by my father as bonus for all the four 
people . I have obtained from my father some money. I do not know the 
shares of each of the four people. I do not know the percentage of bonus. 
I do not know the percentage of bonus on the previous year . I do not know 
how much money we have got as bonus in the previous years. I have got 
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a brother named Chakrapani. Chakrapani was living in the employer s pro 
perty. I have heard that there was 

between Chakrapani and 
Mr. Raghavan . In S. N. Oil Mills there is an attendance register. But I have 
not put my signature in the registers. The register was not even shown to 
me. Copra from Santhi Oil Mills was smoked in S. N. Oil Mills after 19th of 
August 1969. Then we demanded for work . But the wak was not given to 
us . It was then that we have demanded all the said dues. The Proprietors 
of Santhi Oil Mills are Sadasivan and M. N. Raghavan . I have not seen any 
records. In S. N. Oil Mills there were about 17 or 18 workers . I do not 
know whether all of them have accepted their dues. S. N. Oil Mills is even 
now closed . Padmanabhan is my father. I do not know the handwriting and 
signiature of my father. Myself and my father are living together Now 
I am having work in another concern . I have started work only after I became 
a major . There was no reason for Sri Raghavan to invite me for work . 
9. WW4 is Sri Gopi. The summary of his deposition is as follows: 

Chief: My work was to carry copra by headload in S. N. Oil Mills since 
July 1964. Now I have no work. I was appointed there by M. N. Raghavan . 

The witness has given the items of work and the rates of work also . 

I have gone to Karthikappilly as per the instruction of Sri M. N. Raghavan 
for carrying oil cakes . The letter directing me to do the same is marked 
as Ext. W2. Gopi mentioned therein is myself. It was clerk Surendran who 
has written this letter. 

Cross: I have studied upto 5th class in Kottankulangara Government 
School. I do not know whether my date of birth was given in the school. 
I do not know whether the date given is correct. In your school the date 
of birth given appears to be 10-8-1950 , is it right ? ( A ) I do not remember. 
There is no Gopinathan in my house. There is no record to show that I was 
working in S. N. Oil Mills . There 

my signed vouchers in S. N. 
Oil Mills. There is no record to show that .M . N. Raghavan 
has appointed me. I do not remember the Malayalam year, date and month 
of my entry in the service . I have got an elder brother known as Natesan . 
He has no work. I have not received any bonus from S. N. Oil Mills. My 
father Padmanabhan has got bonus. I do not remember how many times he 
has received bonus. When the work was stopped, my father Padmanabhan 
got the bonus. This bonus was given after one or 11 years of the stoppage 
of work . I am living near M. Raghavan s house . I have got a brother 
known as Chakrapani. I think there is a case between them . Chakrapani 
has come to the court today. Ext. W2 was perused by the Karthikappilly 
preople . Since the Company has not asked me back the letter I was keeping 
the letter. Surendran is the bill clerk . S. N. Oil Mill is not working now . 

10. WW5 is Sri K. Rajappan . The summary of his deposition is as 
follows: 

Chief: I the cashier in S. N. Oil Mills and I was working there 
upto June 1969. I know the persons involved in this dispute, viz ., Padmanabhan , 
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Sudarsanan , Maniyan and Gopi. They were the workers of S. X. Oil Mills. 
Padmanabhan was a headload worker . The others were also doing the same. 
The items of work were landing and loading copra , smoking and drying the 
same, filling the bags with the same and stitching bags cle . In Oil Mill 
Industry, for workers there is a looppan . The work of the Mooppn is to 
supervise the work of the workers. Mooppan has got no salary . The wages 
of the workers will be entrusted to the Mooppan by the Management. Mooppan 
will also do the work . Thus Mooppan will also get wages. Padmanabhan 
was the Mooppan of S. N. Oil Mills of the headload section . The workers 
who work under the Mooppan are appointed by the Mooppan with the per 
mission of the Management. Sudarsanan , Gopi and Maniyan are in the 
headload section and their Mooppan is Padmanabhan . 
Cross : S. N. Oil Mills was 

a partnership concern . My father and my 
wife were partners. This partnership concern was looked after by me for 
my father and my wife. Even before S. N. Oil Mills was started, my father 
an ! Mr. M. N. Raghavan were partners in another business. The difference 
of opinion between the partners started by June 1969 and after June 1970 
no business was conducted . After June 1969 copra 

was not purchased . 
The difference of opinion was based on the allegation that I have embezzled 
money. But I have not misappropriated money. At the time when S.N. Oil 
Mill was started there was no properties in my name. But when the work 
was stopped in S. N. Oil Mills i.e., in the year 1969 in my name there were 
5 acres of paddy fields. I have not purchased hundred paras of paddy field 
in my son s name. It was who was maintaining the accounts in the 
concern . Manian and Gopi are the sons of Padmanabhun . I know their 
houses. I was the cashier of the concern only upto June 1969. By June 
1969 I have given up my job without receiving any benefits . When I was 
leaving the concern I have closed the accounts and handed over the keys. 
But I am not sure whether M. N. Raghavan was satisfied with the accounts . 
I do not remember when Gopi and Sudarsanan were appointed . I have not 
seen any 

records to show that those people were appointed with the 
permission of the Management. To show that these two were workers in the 
S. N. Oil Mills, there are vouchers , executed by them . I have done partner 
ship business with Shri K. N. Krishnankunju . There also it was dissolved 
because of misunderstanding. Gopi was bringing lunch for Padmanabhan at the 
initial stages. I have seen Sudarsanan coming to our Mills as a worker of the 
commission agents. I do not know the reason for the present dispute of 
the workers. 

11. WW6 is Shri Janardhanan Nair, Deputy Labour Officer, Alleppey . 
The summary of his deposition is as follows: 

Chief : I am the Deputy Labour Officer , Alleppey since June 1970. I 
have dealt with the dispute regarding S. N. Oil Mills . I have held concilia 
tion conferences regarding the same. In the conference the stand taken by

the Management was that workers Padmanabhan and Manian were

their dues fully and that the persons Sudarsanan and Gopi are not worl.er s 
of the concern . The « ispute dealt with was only with regard to these four 
people. This argument of the Managenient 

made from 
beginning . In the last two conferences the Management did not participate. They 
have participated only in two conferences. On 4-11-1970 the Management people 
came and met me in my office . On that day also they have reiterated their 
arguments. But they have admitted that they will give another 500 rupees . 
to those two workers over and above what they were paid for the sake of a 
settlement. The discharged workers , according to them , are Padmanabhan 
and Manian . No conferences were held thereafter. The Union has demanded 
at the cutset Rs 2,500. Thereafter the District Labour Ollicer convened a 
conference . But it could not be conducted. It was then that I submitted 
the 12 (4 ) report to the Government. I do not know anything about the 
I. R. C. decision regarding the Mooppans in the Oil Mill Industry and the 
workers working under them . 

This witness was cross -examined by M. N. Raghavan , since this counsel 
was absent. 
Cross : Do you know 

the 

why the Management did not 
participate in the last two conferences ? (A ) Yes. The Management 
afraid that the Union people will manhandle them and so they have written 
me letters to that effect. I have myself seen on 2-9-1970 someworkers obstruct 
ing Mr. M.N.Raghavan in front of the gate of my office at Alleppey when 
he was going out after the conference . 

The Management counsel appeared and then he was allowed to 
examine. Cross continued . 

I have seen the A. L. O s file before I came to the court. ( Q ) Have 
you not seen a petition of the workers of S. N.Oil Mills requesting the 
Management that they may be discharged from service and also the copics . 
of receipts executed by the workers after accepting all the dues in lieu 
of their discharge since those copies were sent to the Labour Officer by the 
Management ? ( A ) The, copies of the receipts showing that the workers have 
received their bonus and gratuity and also the register showing that they 
have accepted the amounts were produced . Those were seen by the Union 
Secretary also . 

Re. In the said register K. Padmanabhan and Manian have put their 
signatures. But in the voucher only Padmanabhan has put his signature. 
But I have not seen the letter sent from the Management on 15-8-1970. 

12. WW7 is Sri P. Bhaskaran , General Secretary of the Kerala State 
Karnitta and Oil Mills Thozhilali Union . The summary of his deposition 
is as follows: 

Chief: I know the workers involved in this dispute. They are members 
of my Union . The Union has started working during October 1969. In the 
Oil Mill Industry workers are appointed by the Management. There 
are 
Mooppans in the various sections . The Management appoints persons after 


cross 
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consulting with them . 

The Mooppan in this case is Padmanabhan . The 
persons Sudarsanan , Manian and Gopi were appointed by the Management of 
S. N.Oil Mills. I have obtained this information from the Management itself . The 
first labour conference was conducted by the A. ... (). Mr. Erishnankutty . 
Now he is in Kalpetta . In the conferere held by him the 118 getirent 
has admitted that all these four people are workers there . The dispute wa 
regarding the quantum of benefits to be given to them . There is an 
1. R. C. in the Oil Mill Industry. The true copy of the I. R. C. decision 
dated 5-5-1964 is marked as Ext. W3. The work of the Mooppans are to see 
that the workers do their work properly and to supervise the same. The 
1. R. C. has considered the workers of the landing and loading section and 
their Mooppan as one particular section . The Management entrusts with 
the Mooppan the quantum of wages and if the Mooppans are absent some 
of the workers will be entrusted . 

Cross: I am even now the General Secretary . But I am on leave . I 
have interfered with the workers only after obtaining the registration of 
the Union . The organization work of the Union was done previously . 
From October 1969 the Union has started working. S. N. Oil Mill was 
partnership concern . One Rajappan was cashier there. S. N. Oil Mills was 
purchasing copra and exporting the same. I do not know whether there 
was any misunderstanding between the partners. Usually I walk along the 
road in front of the factory. I do not know whether the work in the Mills 
was stopped on August 1969. After the complaint of the workers I came 
to know that there was no work in the concern . The complaint of the 
workers was obtained during November 1969. The complaint was that there 
is no work and the - Union may interfere and give them work. I made 
personal enquiries. When I had a talk with the Management it was said 
that some money was given and the balance money will be given to them . 
There is no record to show the same. During 1969 when I went to the 
factory I do not know how many workers were working there . Ext. M4 
is a letter sent by me on 14-7-1970 to the Management. The copra from 
Santhi Oil Mill was taken to S. N. Oil Mill for smoking. It was then the 
dispute started . Ext.. M4 was written by me since the Management mis 
informed me. I do not know the date on which I came to know about the 
mis -information . The register was shown to me by the Management. I 
have seen the signature of Padmanabhan . In that I have seen that 
Padmanabhan has put his signature after obtaining all his dues . But when 
I asked him he has denied everything , but has admitted that he has received 
the bonus. It was how I came to understand that the Management has 
mis -informed me. But I have not written to the Management that it was 
wrong on their part to have mis- informed me. I do not know the signature 
of Padmanablan . I do not know how much bonus was given previously . 
I have not asked Mr. M. N. Raghavan about Ext. M4 letter and the wrong 
information given to me. There are records to show that Sudarsanan and 
Gopi are workers of this concern . 

I have seen a letter and also seen 
them putting there signatures in tl voucher. I do not remember 
when I have seen the letter. The letter was brought hy Gopi and 
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entrusted to me. Gopi is Padmanabhan s son . The letter was written by 
Surendran . I do not know that there was an industrial dispute between 
Surendran and M. N. Raghavan . I have not seen any card to show 
Sudarsanan and Gopi are workers of the concern . In all the other Com 
panies there are cards. But in this Company. there is no card . No pro 
secution was taken against the Management for non -maintenance of regi 
sters. S. N. Oil Mill was started in the year 1952. I have not enquired 
about how letters Exts . W1 and W2 came in the possession of Sudarsanan . 
13. MW1 

is Shri Parameswaran . The summary of his deposition is as 
follows: 

Chief: I know S. N. Oil Mills . I used to give copra to the said esta 
blishment . It was a partnership concern . In that concern business slump 
was a usual occurrence . In the year 1969 business could not be carried 
on and as a well-wisher I have advised all the three partners in the year 
1969 that it is better to dissolve their partnership . Regarding the workers 
I have also advised them that all the workers must be paid all their dues 
and must be discharged from service. Thereafter when I made enquiries 
it was understood that the workers were given their dues and discharged 
from service. I know the workers personally. When I saw them later 
on , they have admitted that they were given all the dues and they have 
terminated their services. In the conference held by the D. L. 0. I was 
also present. It was because the Labour Officer Mr. Krishnankutty in 
structed me to be present. I used to be a member of the I. R. C. and 
Minimum Wages Committee of the Toddy Tapping Industry . 

Cross : I have been giving copra to S. N. Oil Mills from 1958 onwards . 
Shri M. N. Raghavan was the Manager of S. N. Oils Mills. During the 
period from 1958 to 1969 there were about 10 or 17 workers working under 
Shri M. N. Raghavan . I do not remember how many workers worked in the 
headload section . On certain days 8 or 10 persons were employed in that 
section . But in the headlond section I have seen one Padmanabhan giving 
the leadership . I know Padmanabhan from the year 1955 onwards. I 
know Manian who is the son of Padmanabhan . Manian has passed S. S. L. C. 
I have seen records showing that the workers have received their amounts. 
I have participated in the I. R. C. in the capacity of the President of the 
Toddy Tapping Industries. 


14. MW2 is Shri Vavagopalan. The summary of his deposition is as 
follows: 

Chief : I know the Management of S. N. Oil Mills in this case. I was 
working there from 1960 to 1969. There were about 20 persons working 
at that time. There was a difference of opinion between the partners of 
the concern . The business went into a slump. So the workers wanted to 
De discharged and they , were discharged . We were given all our benefits 
and discharged . 311 the benefits were given as per the opinion of the Union . 
I have executed a receipt for accepting the amount. The receipt is marked 
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as Ext. M5. In Ext. M2 page 4 I have put my signature on the stamp against 
my name N. Gopalıın after receiving Rs 600. It is marked as Ext. M6. There 
was a headload worker known as Padmanabhan in the concern . In the 
concern , for the licadload work , neither Sudarsanan nor Gopi were work 
ing. Padmanabhan also has obtained an amount before his services 
terminated . 


were 


Cross: I have seen Padmanabhan doing the headload work from the 
year 1960 to 1969. Sri Gopalan was weighing and drying copra in the yard 
and that Gopalan is myself . There was another Padmanabhan and he was 
the Mooppan there. Sudarsanan , Gopi and Manian have complained before 
this court that they were, discharged from work . I have entered the service 
in the year 1960 and upto August 1969 I was working there . Every year 
we were given bonus from 1960 to 1969. I do not remember how much 
amount I have been receiving as bonus in each year . I am not connected 
with the contesting Union . in S. N. Oil Mill I have been given work again 
since two months. Two other workers are also allowed to enter the service. 
They were also working there previously. They are one. Mooppan 
Padmanabhan and Pavithran . I have received all the dues due to me for the 
period from January 1960 to August 1969. I do not remember under which all 
items I have accepted the amount. I do not know how much amount the 
other workers have received. I do not know what was the actual amount 
I shouid have got at the time of discharge. 

15. MW3 is Shri K. R. Padmanabhan . The summary of his deposition 
is as follows: 


Chief : I know the Management of S. N. Oil Mills. They are M /s . 
M. N. Raghavan and two others. I was working in S. N. Oil Mills. My 
work was drying and weighing copra . From 1960 to 1969 I was working 
there. In 1969 the partners were quarrelling each other and business came 
lo a slump and so we demanded that we should be discharged from service. 
We were discharged from service. For our discharge we have received 
our amounts due to us. We have informed our Union and the Union has 
decided the amount. I know one Padmanabhan who is a headload worker 
there . He was also discharged from service . He has accepted the dues 
due to him . Ext. 17 is the signature of Padmanabhan who was the head 
load worker. In Ext. M2 I have written myself as Kalathil Pani 
K. Padmanabhan and put my signature, which is marked 

as Ext. M8. 
I have given a receipt on 5-8-1970 which is marked as Ext. M9. Sudarsanan 
was not having any work there. 

16. On a meticulous scrutiny and an anxious consideration of the 
conientions in the statements of the parties and the oral and documentary 
evidence adduced by them respectively , I am constrained to hold as follows: 

Admittedly S. N. Oil Mills, Chungom was closed by August 1969. 
AsImittedly , all the workers therein were also discharged from service. 

17. S. N. Oil Mill was a partnershi; concern and the partners were 
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Ms. M. N. Raghavan, Kesavan and Smt. Gomathi. In the reference order 
it is shown that Shri M. N. Raghavan is the Proprietor of S. N. Oil Mills. 
But both the Union as well as the Management have unanimously allirmed 
that the concerned S. N. Oil Mills was a partnership concein . Of the 
three partners Smt. Gomathi was the daughter -in -law of Mr. Kesavan and 
both of them were not working partners of the concern . 

Thus the concern 
was managed by Shri M. N. Raghavan . But the other two partners had 
deputed Mr. Rajappan who is none other than the son of Mr. Kesavan and 
the husband of Smt. Gomathi to look after their interests in the concern 
and the said Rajappan was working in the concern as the cashier. Admit 
tedly the difference of opinion lias sprung up between Shri M. N. Raghavan 
and Shri Rajappan and the difference of opinion has caused a slump in 
the working of the Mills and the partners decided to dissolve the partnership . 


Pay. The 


18: The contention of the Union is that the four workers mentioned in 
the reference order were discharged from service against their wish 
without even giving the notice 

contention of the Manage 
ment (Shri M. N. Raghavan ) is that the workers themselves request 
fed for discharging them from service 

owing to the continuity of 
slump of work and so the Management discharged all the workers from 
service paying them all the dues legally due to them at the time of dis 
charge including gratuity . It is also contended by the Management that 
all the workers including Shri Padınanabhan obtained the amount and put 
their signatures in the registers as well as in the receipts. Regarding the 
request of the workmen for discharging them froin service, MW2 and MW3 
who are admittedly the workers of the concern , have unanimously admitted 
that the workers as a whole made a representation to the Management to 
discharge them from service since the Mill was practically closed . Although 
the Union has opposed the suggestion , WW3 Shri Manian has unambiguously 
affirmed in his sworn statement that the workers have requested the 
Management to discharge them from service after paying them all their 
dues. Whether it was on the request of the Union or not, the fact is that 
the workers were discharged from service. MW2 and MW3 who are 
indisputably two of the discharged workers have unambiguously admitted 
that all the worker s were given all the dues legally due to them at the 
time of discharge. Admittedly the only dispute raised by M /s. Padmanabhan , 
Manian , Sudarsanan and Gopi is regarding the quantum of the dues due 
to them . The Management has produced a number of receipts to show 
that all the workers have accepted their dues and received their amounts 
by executing the receipts. Out of these receipts those executed by MW2 
an M13 and by Padmanabhan were marked . The receipt executed by 
Padmanabhan is marked as Ext. M7. It can be seen that on , the date of 
discharge, viz., on 14-8-1969 Mr. Padmanabhan has not only put his signature 
in the register which is marked as Ext. M1, but also executed a separate 
stamped receipt which is marked as Ext. M2. Ext. M1, M3, M6 and M8 are 
all marked in the Payment Register of S. N. Oil Mills for the years 1968-69 . 
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Ext. M3 is the signature of Padmanabhan showing that he received 
Rs 207.30 as bonus for the year 1967-68. Ext. Mir is the silure of 
Gopalan (MW2) made in the Payment Register after recept HD 
which is the total amount due to him in lieu of bonus , C4.11 
gratuity , notice pay and festival holidays wages at the time of his dis 
charge from service. Ext. M8 is the signature of another K. Padmanabhan 
showing that he has also received an amount of Rs 800 in lieu of bonus, 
casual leave , gratuity , notice pay, festival holidays wages, etc., at the time 
of his discharge from service . This Padmanabhan was examined as MW3. 
In Exts. M1, M6 and M8 it is clearly stated that these amounts are accepted 
by the signatories in lieu of all the dues due to them from the establish 
ment for their service and that the establishment has no further respon 
sibility to the workmen on any score. The contention of the Union is 
that the amount of Rs 1100 was accepted by Shri Padmanabhan in lieu 
of bonus for all the four workers M /s . Padmanabhan , Manian , Sudarsal 
and Gopi respectively . 

19. Before discussing further the oral and documentary evidence adduced 
by both the parties, I hold that it is only just and reasonable to refer to 
the history of the case . WW7 is the General Secretary of the Union . Je 
has categorically admitted that the contesting Union has started work only 
by October 1999. Admittedly the workers were discharged during August 1969. 
Therefore it is unreasonable to say that the workers were members of the 
Union at the time of their discharge from service or at any time before their 
discharge. It is also equally unreasonable on the part of the General Secre 
tary of the Union to claim , that he was well versed with the facts of the 
service of the workers in the concern , previous to the formation of the 
Union . Now , according to WW7 the four persons concerned have com 
plained to the Union only during November 1969. He has also deposed that 
thie dispute had been raised only at the time when the four persons were 
not given headload work when another adjacent oil mill, viz., Santhi Oil 
Mills was sending copra for smoking in S. N. Oil Mills , which was kept closed 
and not on any date before that. The .four workers demanded that they 
should be given the headload work to carry coprà from Santhi Oil Mills 
lo S. N. Oil Mills for smoking, which was refused . Even if this is to be 
considered as true, it has to be noted that the incident was during April 
1970, i.e., about an year after the discharge of the workers from service. This 
is evidenced by Ext. M4 letter sent by the General Secretary to the Manage 
ment in which he has unambiguously admitted that the four persons were 
discharged from service with all the other workmen from S. N. Oil Mills . 
The only demand was that the work of headload , viz ., carrying copra from 
Santhi Oil Mills to S. N. Oil Mills for smoking, may be given to the four 
persons concerned just to save them from further privation . On a meticulous 
scrutiny of this letter, any reasonable person can come to the only conclu 
sion that the Kerala , State Kannitta and Oil Mill Thozhilali Union had no 
objection at all against the discharge of the concerned four 

persons upto 
16-4-1970 and that this dispute was raised only when the concerned people 
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were not given the headload work from Sanihi Oil Mills of which accord 
ing to the Union Shri M. N. Raghavan also is a partner. The fact that this 
dispute was raised much after the date of discharge and only at the time 
when Santhi Oil Mill was smoking their copra in S. N. Oil Mills, is admitted 
even by WW3 Manian in his sworn statement. Thus the most important 
facis to be taken into consideration as far as the history of the dispute 
is concerned are (1 ) that the contesting Union was not in existence at the 
time when the workers were discharged from S. N. Oil Mills, (2 ) that neither 
the workers nor the newly originated Union had any dispute regarding the 
discharge till they were not given work of carrying copra from Santhi Oil 
Millo and (3 ) that the General Secretary of the Union has indisputably ad 
mitted that the four workers were discharged along with all the other work 
med and that they had no grievance at all against the same, by Ext.M4 letter. 

20. Although WWV7 was trying to overcome the embarrassment when he 
was confronted with Ext. M4 letter in his cross - examination , by saying that 
the Management has mis -informed him etc., any reasonable person can come 
to the only conclusion that here is a witness who has no respect for truth . 

21. 15W5 is Shri Rajappan , the Cashier of S. N. Oil Mills who is 
none 
other than the husband of Smt. Gomathy and the son of Mr. Kesavan who 
are the other partners of the concern . He has admitted that there was a 
misunderstanding between himself and Shri M. N. Raghavan since M. N. 
Raghavan has alleged that he has misappropriated money from the Mills. 
But this witness has unequivocally admitted in his chief examination that 
the workers who worked under the Mooppan were appointed by the Mooppan 
with the permission of the Management. M /s. Sudarsanan , Gopi and Manian 
were in the headload section and the Mooppan was Sri Padmanabhan . Therefore 
it is his accredited case that it was 

Padmanabhan who appointed 
Sudarsanan , Manian and Gopi under him with the permission of the Manage 
ment. This is the version of Shri Rajappan who is none other than the 
cashier of the concern and who is none other than the deputee of the major 
number of partners of the concern and who was examined as a witness of 
the Union . But WW7 who happens to be the General Secretary of the newly 
formed Union , which was actually formed after the discharge of the workers, 
would say that the concerned workers were appointed by the Management 
and not by the Meoppan . Therefore taking into consideration the evidence 
adduced by Shri Rajppan who must be considered to be a reliable witness , 
the version of WW7 regarding the appointment of workers can 
considered as baseless, bluff and blabber. Therefore it is all the more certain 
that WW7 has no much respect for truth . 

2. As I have mentioned earlier, WW5 is Sluri Rajappan , who was the 
cashier of the concern for a number of years and whose father and wife were 
De two partners of the concern , out of the three. lle has categorically admitted 
that the Mill was closed because of the misunderstanding between himself 
and A! r. M. N. Raghavan caused by the allegation of M. N. Raghavan that he 


only be 
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has misappropriated money . But he has admitted that at the time of his entry 
into service he was not having any properties in his name, but during the 
period of his service in the concern , he has purchased five acres of paddy 
fields. Regarding the persons Manian , Sudersanan and Gopi be would say that 
Padmanabhan was the Mooppan and the said three persons were appointed 
by him with the permission of the Management. But he would say that he 
does not remember when Gopi and Sudersanan were appointed in service . 
Finally WW5 Shri Rajappan has adinitted that he does not know the reason 
for the present dispute of the workers. Now , this admission on the part of Shri 
Rajappan is very material since Rajappan being the cashier of the concern 
is entitled to know whether the discharged workers were given fully their 
dues or not. Atleast he could have deposed that the dispute is for the 
balance of money due to the concerned four persons, if at all there was 
any balance due to them . Since it is a flat assertion of ignorance on the 
part of Shri Rajappan about the reason of the dispute, it may be construed 
that there was no reason at all for the dispute raised by the concerned four 
persons. 

23. WW4 is Shri Gopi and ww3 is Shri Manian . As I have mentioned 
above , Manian has admitted unainbiguously that it was the workers who 
demanded for the discharge and so they were discharged from service. But 
this witness would say that although he is living with his father and although 
he is 28 years old he does not know the handwriting and signature of his 
father. It was when he was confronted with Ext. Mi signature of Padma 
nabhan on his receipt of Rs . 1100. Of course Manian would deny his own 
signature in Ext. Mi, but he has admitted finally that his father has received 
Rs 1100 on putting his signature in Ext. M1. It is his case that his father was 
receiving bonus for all the four people. He does not know the percentage of 
bonus for the concerned year or for the previous years or the quantum of 
money that they have received as bonus for the previous years or the pro 
portion of the money due to each of the four people out of Rs 1100. Both 
Manian as well as Gopi have no case that they were appointed by any 
Appointment order by the Management. Both the witnesses have admitted that 
their eldest brother Chakrapani has got a civil case with Mr. M. N. Raghavan 
and that Chakrapani is staying in the property owned by Shri M. N. Raghavan . 
They have also affirmed that the said Chakrapani was present in this court 
on almost all adjournments. 

24. WW2 is Shri Sudarsanan who also was not aware of the date of his 
entry into service, but would say that he has got 7 years of service in S. N. 
Oil Mills. Although in the chief examination he would say that out of 
Rs 1100 the Management has given him Rs 250 , in the cross-examination he 
has admitted that the Management has never given him any money, but 
it was Padmanabhan who gave him Rs 250. In the cross-examination he 
has unambiguously admitted that he has not claimed that he was a worker 
of the concern at any time since the Mooppan used to receive wages for 
him and disburse the same to him . In the cross -examination he has further 
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admitted that he was working for Chelattiparambil Appachan and Paul 
who were the brokers of copra, at times during this period . lle has also 
admitted that Chakrapani, the eldest son of Padmanabhan who is at logger 
heads with M. N. Raghavan , was present on the occasion when he was 
examined as WW2. 

25. WW1 is Shri Padmanabhan himself. In the chief examination he 
has admitted that he was to Supervise over the three workers Sudarsanan , 
Manian and Gopi and he had to rectify themistakes committed by them . At the 
fag end of the chief examination , as a parting stroke, he has deposed that 
he does not know on what basis the amount of Rs 1100 was given to him by 
the Management. But in the re -examination as an answer to a leading 
question he has deposed that as per Ext. M2 Rs 1100 was given to him in 
lieu of bonus, casual leave and leave with wages and that he has received 
Hs 1100 for all the four of them , viz. Sudarsanan , Manian and Gopi. So 
here , is a person who in the chief examination would say that he does not 
know on what basis such a large amount of Rs 1100 was given to him , 
but in the re -examination would say that it is in lieu of bonus, Casual 
leave, leave with wages, etc., for the four persons including himself. But 
in the Re : itself he has admitted that in Ext. M3 the bonus mentioned is for 
himself and the three others . In Ext. M3 it can be seen that the bonus 
amount comes to only Rs 267. If that is the rate of bonus in Ext. M1 
also the balance amount of Rs 800 and odd cannot be in lieu of leave 
with wages and casual leave alone. Anyhow , it can be seen that WW1 
Padmanabhan was blowing hot and cold and he has a diametrically opposite 
version in his re- examination from that of his chief examination . In Ext. 
M2 it is very clearly written in Malayalam that the amount of Rs 1100 
is given to Chumattupani Padmanabhan etc., in lieu of all their dues due 
to them on account of their discharge from service as per their own request. 

20 To crown all these evidence the evidence of Shri Janardhanan Nair 
(WW6), Deputy Labour Officer adds much weight to the contentions set 
up by the Management, although in the chief examination the Deputy 
Labour Oficer has said that the Management has agreed to pay 

Rs 500 
over and above what they have paid to Shri Padmanabhan and Manian , 
despite the fact that the Management was maintaining their contention 
from the very outset that they have paid all the dues to the workmen in 
full and final settlement of all their claims on account of their discharge 
from service. In the cross-examination this witness has unambiguously 
affirmed that the Management was not participating in the last two con 
ferences because the Management was afraid that the Union people will 
manhandle them . He has added that he himself has seen on 2-9-1970 some 
workers obstructing Mr. M. N. Raghavan physically in front of the gate of 
the Deputy Labour Office , when he was going out after the conference, 
He has also admitted in the cross-examination that he has seen the copies of the 
receipts showing that the workers have received their bonus, gratuity and 
also the register showing that they have accepted the amounts in full and final 
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settement of all their dues and that these excuments were the 
Secretary of the Union . Therefore, if at all Shri M. N.

pared to give another Rs 500 to l admanallurer , 
be seen that it was not because that the mury Wus 
workmen but because he wanted to settle the lar some way or !!!!

27. Before concluding my discussion I ne to point out oie 
important fact which would show the nature of the Union in 1 , Cast . 
Deputy Labour Ollicer has deposed that the Union was de As2O 
at the time of conciliation , in the chief examintim 11. In the 1.4151 
statement of the Union at the outset the Union las demanded

the quantum of dues due to the four workers on the various bus :: licu 
of discharge from service. After the reply statement was de 
Management the Union has filed a replication in which they have even fone 
to the extent of filing a statement showing an amount of R.11. ) as the 
amount due to the workers in lieu of their discharge. Therefore , is a 
Union which was demanding enhanced amounts of money on as 
as time was passing by, from the period of conciliation conference to the 
liling of the replication before this court. They have started from Rs 2500 
and they have stated specifically an amount of Rs 8.108 80 in the claim 
statement and finally another specific amount 

le 
replication . The Union has not furnished any reasonable explanation for 
this wide variance to the quantum of the money demande ! little This 
attitude of the Union shows by itself that the contentions of the Union 
cannot be relied on even for a moment. 

28. Taking all these into consideration I hold that no reasonable per att 
come to the conclusion by any stretch of imagination , that the cont ntions 
of this Union are correct and , true. At the same time the contentions of 
the Management are proved beyond the shadow of any doubt by not only 
reliable oral evidence, but also by unchallenged and very reliable dokumentary 
evidence . Therefore I liold that the persons mentioned in the reference order 
are not entitled to any further relief owing to the stoppage of work in S. S. 
Oil Mills , Chungom , Alleppey. 

29. I pass my award accordingly and this award shall come into force 
on the expiry of thirty days from the date of its publication in the Govern. 
ment Gazette .

THE DENTISTS (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1972 

(42 of 1972) 

An 

ACT 
further to amend the Dentists Act, 1943 . 
Be it enac ed by Parliament in the Twenty -third Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: 

1. Short tille and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be called the 
Dentists (Amendment) Act, 1972 . 

( 2 ) It shall come into force on sich date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette , appoint,
